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Point No. 1 When you have a fine 
child of your own, as part of your 
dreams for your future, make sure that 
you use each one of the five important 
principles which are named in the draw-

ing above. Don’t “lecture. 
your child think too much about any 
past failures. It is better to use the 
Motivation Idea. As soon as he is old 
enough, approve him for the long-range 
aim which he, himself has set up for his 
life, and for every step you see him take 
in the direction of that life-aim. This will 
work provided there is regularly a warm 
spirit of real friendship and cooperation 
in the whole family. 


Point No. 2. Manage to keep the Moti- 
vation idea active. If it were suggested 
only a time or two and then forgotten, 
it would have very little value. This is 
an idea which can be powerful in its 
effect but it needs frequent reminders. 
It is important that you mention it in 
friendly conversation and in a_ spirit 
of hearty approval very often so that 
its suggestive effect will keep constantly 
building up. 


Point No. 3. Play this record every 
now and then. It will prove helpful to 


you. It may not only keep the idea of 
your life-aim uppermost in your mind 


but it may easily result in your really 
WANTING to take extra interest in your 





school work, your life at home and in 
your church. It may also make it easy 
for you to treat as if it were POISON 
any negative thought that would tend to 
interfere in any way with your life pur- 
pose. 


Point No. 4. You may find it very 
helpful to you now, as well as to your 
own children later, to remember these 
two simple slogans: First, “Keep your 
EYE on your GOAL!” and second, “Take 
time to THINK!” You may see many fool- 
ish young people, without any long- 
range aims in life, who will make mis- 
takes day after day, not taking time to 
think of the consequences beforehand. 
They may suffer all kinds of deep regrets 
later. Remember, Take Time to Think and 
then act only if the action is in line with 
your life aim. 


Point No. 5. Take time also to Pray. 
Ask for help in keeping your deepest 
aims foremost in mind and in putting 
those aims to work for you every day. 
Some of the outstanding characters in 
history have testified to the tremendous 
power of sincere prayer in their lives. 
That you may find this power helpful 
in your own life and in the lives of your 
future children is my prayer for you.

RADIOACTIVE FALLOUT 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

When a nuclear bomb or missile explodes near the ground, 
great quantities of earth and debris are sucked up into the 
fireball and carried by the prevailing winds before falling back 
to earth. This material is radioactive fallout. The particles 
look like grains of salt or sand. Fallout gives off invisible 
Gamma rays--like X-rays--and heavy exposure to it can cause 
serious radiation sickness, even death. 

If a person receives a small or medium dose of radiation 
his body will repair itself and he will get well. 

Usually, the effects of radiation from fallout are more 
severe in very young and very old persons, and those not in 
good health. Radiation sickness is not contagious. The most 
dangerous period is the first 24 hours after fallout arrives but 
you might have to use fallout shelter up to two weeks. 

For further information about fallout, and how you can 


protect yourself against it, consult your local civil defense office.

ATTACK WARNING 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If the United States should be attacked with nuclear 
weapons, it's almost certain that our networks of warning 
stations would detect incoming bombers or missiles in time 
for you to reach shelter or at least take cover. You may 
receive warning of an attack by radio, television, or through 
the outdoor warning system in your community. 

It's important that you learn to recognize the Attack 
Warning Signal, and not confuse it with any other. In most 
places, the standard Attack Warning Signal is a 3-to-5 
minute wavering sound, or a series of short blasts on 
whistles, horns, or other devices. Either of these signals 
means that an actual enemy attack has been detected, and you 
should take protective action immediately. Find out from 


your local civil defense office the attack warning system 


that will be used in your community.

IF CAUGHT IN THE OPEN 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington, 

If you receive warning of an enemy attack, get to the 
nearest fallout shelter promptly. But if you're caught in 
the open, and there's a brilliant nuclear flast in the distance-- 
take cover immediately. Even miles away, you may be 
exposed within seconds to a searing heat wave from the 
explosion, followed by a blast wave and flying debris. Get 
into the nearest building immediately or into a ditch or 
culvert, beneath a parked car, behind a tree or a wall, anything 
solid that will give you some measure of protection. Curl up 
in a ball and cover your head with your arms. Stay there--until 
heat and blast waves have passed, 

Then, go to the nearest fallout shelter, before radioactive 
fallout starts drifting down. If there's no fallout shelter within 
range, go to the nearest large building and take shelter in the 
basement or one of the inner hallways. 

Know in advance what to do in any emergency situation,

Wherever you go, whatever you do, it's always wise to 
keep an eye open for the black-and-yellow Public Fallout 
Shelter signs. Each one marks a place that's been thoroughly 
checked for proper shielding against radioactive fallout, and-- 
in many cases--already stocked with emergency food rations, 
water, and basic survival equipment. Knowing where the 
nearest one is could save you crucial minutes in time of 
emergency. 

If your local government has instructed you to go toa 
specific public shelter in event of nuclear attack, find out 
exactly where it's located, and the best way to reach it promptly. 

Check on whether there's a shelter in or near your child's 
school--and if not, find out what other actions would be taken 
by the school authorities to protect him in emergency. 

In short, take time now to make a Family Emergency Plan.

IMPROVISING FALLOUT PROTECTION 
(HOMES WITH BASEMENTS) 


This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington, 

If an enemy nuclear attack ever occurs, many areas of 
the nation would be threatened by radioactive fallout. If there 
is public shelter nearby, go to it. Or if you have a home 
shelter, use it, unless your local government has given you 
other instructions. 

But if regular shelter isn't available and if you have a 
house with a belowground basement or storm cellar--you 
could still improvise some protection from radioactive fallout. 

In a basement, choose a corner most belowground level 
and away from windows, Drag in a heavy bench or table to 
make a roof for your shelter--cover it with trunks, stacks of 
firewood, flagstones, books, anything that is thick and heavy. 
Then wall yourself in on the two open sides with heavy appliances, 
or dressers or chests backed with earth or sand to help absorb 
radiation. The farther you are from the roof of the house or 
the ground outside, the safer you'll be from the fallout that 
settles on the roof and ground.

IMPROVISING FALLOUT PROTECTION 
(HOMES WITHOUT BASEMENTS) 


This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If a nuclear attack ever occurs, go to a public shelter if 
one is nearby. Or if you have a home shelter, use it. 

But if regular shelter isn't available--and even if your 
home has no basement--you could still improvise some limited 
fallout protection in a first-floor hall or room, away from 
outer walls and windows. 

Use doors off their hinges, furniture and appliances, plus 
stacks of other shielding material such as trunks or drawers 
filled with sand or earth to make an enclosure large enough to 
live in for a short time. 

Some homes without basements have a ''crawl'' space 
between the first floor and the ground. Select the crawl space 
area under the center of the house and place shielding material 
around it--preferably bricks or blocks or containers with sand 
or earth from the ground level up to the first floor to form the 
walls of the shelter. On the floor above, place other shielding 
material to form a roof for the shelter space.

WHAT TO TAKE TO SHELTER 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

There's one easy, sensible thing your family should do to 
prepare for a possible time of emergency. Set aside a few simple, 
basic supplies you'll need to take to the public fallout shelter-- 
supplies to help keep you and your family alive and well--in event 
of enemy attack. 

For instance, any special medicines or diet foods required 
by members of the family--insulin, heart tablets, baby food and 
other infant supplies. Blankets. A battery-powered radio, a 
flashlight, extra batteries. And, if the nearest public shelter 
hasn't been stocked yet with emergency rations and supplies, 
you'll need to take as much food and water as you can carry. 

Emergency supplies are needed for a private home shelter, 
too. Lay in enough food, canned or packaged and preferably 
pre-cooked, for two weeks. Plus enough drinking water in 
tightly-capped containers or jars to give each person at leasta 
quart a day or more. And don't overlook the necessary sanitation 
equipment.

EMERGENCY WATER SUPPLY 
ANNCR: This is basic civil defense information from the Department 
of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If our Nation ever comes under nuclear attack, and you 
take shelter to protect yourself from radioactive fallout, water 
is the key emergency supply. Each person will need at least 
a quart a day, and if there's not enough water stored in your 
shelter, here are additional places to find it, especially if you 
plan to use a home shelter where you'll be on your own. 

Local authorities may instruct you to turn off the main 
water valve. When you do this, the pipes inside the house will 
still be full of water. Next turn on the faucet located at the 
highest point in your house to let air into the system, then use 
water from the faucet located at the lowest point in your house. 
You can also use water in your hot water heater, in the flush 
tanks, not the toilet bowls; or water in ice cube trays--melted 

4 or frozen, milk, soft drinks, fruit and vegetable juices. 

If necessary, you can even drink water that's been exposed 
to fallout. However, very young children should be given non- 
contaminated liquids when available.

FIRE HAZARDS 

This is basic civil defense information from the Department 
of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If there is ever a nuclear emergency, special fire precautions 
should be taken, particularly if you plan to use a home shelter. 

Keep out the intense heat rays from a nuclear explosion by 
closing your doors, windows, and venetian blinds. If you do not have 
venetian blinds, coat windows with whitewash, household cleaning 
powder, even mud--or cover windows with aluminum foil. 

Unless authorities advise otherwise, fill buckets and bathtubs 
with water. Keep a garden hose connected, Fill containers with 
sand for firefighting. 

If it's an electrical fire, shut off the electricity first at the 
main switch. Then put out the flame. If it is an oil or grease fire, 
shut off the supply of whatever is burning. Smother the flame. Don't 
use water. With a gas fire, shut off the gas supply. Then use water, 
sand or earth to put out the fire. Act quickly. 

Remember the three basic ways to put out a fire: Take away 
its fuel; take away its air by smothering it; cool it with water ora 
fire extinghisher chemical.

FOLLOW OFFICIAL INSTRUCTIONS 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

Especially in time of emergency, think before you act 
and follow instructions by responsible authorities. 

You may receive warning of an attack by outdoor 
warning systems, or by radio or television, or even by 
word-of-mouth. Unless local officials have instructed you 
otherwise, go immediately toa public fallout shelter or to 
your home fallout shelter. Then, tune your radio to any 
local station that is broadcasting and listen for official 
information. Follow whatever instructions are given. 

Don't use the telephone to obtain further information 
and advice about the emergency. Depend on radio, as the 
government will be broadcasting all the information it has 
available. The telephone lines will be needed for official 
calls. Help keep them open. 

Let me repeat. In time of emergency tune your radio 
to any local station that is broadcasting, for official government 


information and civil defense instructions,

Serving in the United States Army during the Second World War, Dr. O’Hair 
was a commissioned officer in the Women’s Army Corps, serving in Africa, Italy, 
and France, and on the Staff of General Eisenhower. 

She has two children. Her oldest son William was involved in the Bible/Prayer 
case. He is now the executive director of American Atheists, Inc. Jon Garth, her 
second son, is an Atheist philosophy theorist and writer, and is the public relations 
director of American Atheists, Inc. She also has a grand-daughter, Robin.

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When Murray McEachern (pronounce it Mc-ECK-ern) was a small boy in 
Toronto, Ontario, his harmony-theory teacher once said to him “Never make a 
sound on an instrument unless you have something to say.” 

Ever since then—through his experiences with GLEN GRAY’S CASA LOMA 
ORCHESTRA, THE BENNY GOODMAN BAND and his spectacular solo work 
in such motion pictures as THE GLENN MILLER STORY and THE BENNY 
GOODMAN STORY, Mack has been noted for his taste in interpreting what’s 
on the manuscript paper. 


National medal winner on the violin at the age of 14 in Canada, Murray’s 
curiosity carried him on to the woodwind family and then to the brass. He is 
a peerless performer on the alto. But Mack is perhaps best recognized today 
for his flawless technique and blue velour tone on the trombone. 

Among McEachern’s musical confreres, his trombone is affectionately re- 
ferred to as “the brush.” This appellation came from WILLIE SCHWARTZ, 
who headed up the Glenn Miller reed section. Said Willie: “Murray isn’t just a 
trombone player. He’s the old master painter. And that’s no trombone-it’s his 
brush.” 


Like a great painter, McEachern doesn’t attempt to complete a portrait in 
one sitting. Utilizing the advantages of magnetic tape, with its “sweetening” 
facility, Mack makes extensive use of multiple recording. In some of these 
selections you'll hear as many as five trombones-—or five reeds. Murray plays 
all of them ...not as a tour de force to exhibit his remarkable versatility—but 
in a manner comparable to the master painter, who evolves his finished master- 
piece by nursing it along in painstaking stages, adding a thoughtful highlight 
here, a definitive shadow there, until he feels his brushes and carefully com- 
pounded colors have said exactly what he intended to say. 

The 12 selections in “MUSIC FOR SLEEPWALKERS ONLY” were recorded 
in three basic sessions and five multiple sessions. Twenty-nine months passed 
between the first note and the last note. 


In order to produce precisely the sounds he desired, McEachern rotated 
personnel in the supporting backgrounds. On harp, for instance, KATHRYNE 
JULYE‘is heard in some instances, CORKY HALE in others, Bassist sometimes 
is PAUL GRAY, at other times RED CALLENDER. ALVIN STOLLER is on 
drums and bongos in four selections, but in other situations the drums and 
marimba are played variously by MAX ALBRIGHT, ROY HARTE and FRANK 
FLYNN. JIMMIE ROWLES is heard on piano and the guitars of BOB BAIN 
are featured on all of the dozen sides. BAIN also conceived the unusual treat- 
ment of MY HEART BELONGS TO DADDY, which we like to refer to as being 
played by Mosheh McEachern and his Klezmirs. 


Space confinement precludes elaborate delineation of the motives behind 
all of the arrangements. Besides—you, as a listener, can have fun analyzing the 
various sides and speculating on the particular message Mack intended to 
impart in each. But Id like to explain just one—“WHEN YOUR LOVER HAS 
GONE.” Against the general background there are two principal voices. One is 
Mack’s trombone, the other his alto. As you listen to these two themes, each 
its own type of lament, picture two lovers, once inseparable, now separated. 
Watch for phrases that are pure expressions of futility. Catch the tender shad

ings of renewed romantic effort. Hear the dark, sombre tones of love gone stale. 
And by all means observe the ultimate failure of the quest for reunion. If you're 
a careful listener, you'll hear sheer melodic and harmonic emotion.

“A right-wing folk singer? Who's he kidding,” the 
story began in the college newspaper, and went on: 
“Tony Dolan isn’t kidding anybody.” 

It was more than flesh and spirit could bear, the 
discovery of a sophomore at Yale who was singing 
right-wing folk songs, and of such a quality as to 
catch the attention of a record company. To complete 
the perversity, Dolan is beardless, handsome, and — 
to judge at least from superficial acquaintance — clean. 
Okay then, he’s an applecheeked fundamentalist 
bringing “Onward Christian Soldiers” to Hippyville, 
so what else is new. George Bernard Shaw said every- 
thing that needed saying about that when he wrote 
‘Major Barbara.” Wrong again. That isn’t the way 
he is. The way he is is suggested by his answer to the 
Yale reporter who asked did he have more songs 1n 
mind to write than those that appear in this album. 
Yes, Dolan answered. “I’m working on two more 
songs. ‘God is Alive and Living in Arizona. And 
‘The Reverend Coffin is an Ideological Nympho- 
maniac.” 

That breaks the rules. That kind of iconoclasm is 
supposed to be the monopoly of the New Left. And

now the question, can the New Left laugh at itself? 
“Join the SDS, and learn to love the Communists/ 
Now Dr. Spock is with them, and that I’m gladly 
for/ No other protest movement needs a baby doctor 
more.” Can the New Left cry about itself? “Cry the 
beloved country/ My land, my hope, my home, ny 
dream.” Can the New Left enjoy other people’s para- 
doxes? 

“Now HUAC calls the Reds destructive/ And they're 
not that at all/ They're actually very constructive/ 
Take a look at the Berlin Wall.” And then too, sud: 
denly it isn’t only the freedom of the Vietcong that 
matters - - - “Cuba Estara Libre. ../ Free, free, free.” 

The polemics of folksinging are pretty rough. Bob 
Dylan tells us, in “Masters of War” that he can see 
through American capitalists, “You that build the 
big bombs/ You that hide behind walls/ You that 
hide behind desks/ I just want you to know/ I can 
see through your masks.” They look to him “Like 
Judas of old/ You lie and deceive/ A world war can 
be won/ You want me to believe/ Even Jesus would 
never forgive/ What you do.” And there is the folk- 
singer who sees all of America as a classroom for 
war: “I learned that war is not so bad/ I learned 
about the great ones we have had/ We fought in 
Germany and in France/ And someday I might get 
my chance.” 

Well, out of the mouths of youth come hyper- 
boles; and Dolan rolls his own. He does it with a 
twinkle in his eye, mostly. But it is of course the 
strength of the mode that there is feeling behind it, 
and Tony Dolan, graduate of Fairfield Prep, presi 
dent of his class there, son of the manager of the 
local Sears & Roebuck, who traveled once to Berlin 
and stared at the wall, who sang in a combo at Gold: 
water rallies at age 15—feels it. “The Calhoun soph- 
omore isn’t kidding anyone,” the Yale News reporter 
concluded his story, saying it again: “He's strictly for 
real.”

So is his talent. The words are tough, and they go 
along in the rickety cadence of the folk song. His 
timing is flawless. The voice steady, sure, cool. The 
music hip, free as folk songs are, of the symmetrical 
melody lines: but moving just the same, at just the 
right speed.

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W.R.MORRIS TALKS WITH BUFORD PUSSER 


W. R. Monts, working as a newspaperman, had heard many tales 
about Buford Pusser and his campaign to clean-up McNairy County, 
Tennessee. 

Morris knew the towering sheriff had been shot and stabbed on 
various occasions while waging a war against the thugs who nested in 
dives along the Tennessee-Mississippi state line. 

Still, Morris was not impressed. The writer figured scrapes with 
death were part of a lawman’s life. 

Then, in 1968, Eddie Bond, a country music singer from Mem- 
phis, persuaded his friend W. R. Morris to go with him to McNairy 
County and meet Sheriff Buford Pusser. Bond, highly impressed 
with the sheriff, had already recorded a song entitled: ‘BUFORD 
PUSSER WALKING TALL.” 

After the meeting, Morris was fascinated by Pusser’s modest per- 
sonality. He had expected Buford Pusser to be cocky, arrogant and 
domineering. Instead, he found a man who was shy, soft-spoken and 
humble. 

Morris learned that the six-foot-six, two-hundred-fifty-pound 
sheriff had been shot eight times, stabbed seven and forced to kill 
two persons. Also, Pusser’s pretty, blonde-haired wife, Pauline, was 
slain on August 12, 1967, during a pre-dawn ambush designed for 
the sheriff. 

Pusser, who was driving the patrol car, was seriously wounded by 
the high-powered bullets which snuffed out the life of his mate. He 
underwent several facial operations to restore his jaw which was 
completely blown away by the shots. 

Moris became intrigued with Buford Pusser’s colorful law en- 
forcement career and decided to put the sheriff's life story in a book. 

After spending more than two years with Buford Pusser gathering 
information, Morris wrote ““THE TWELFTH OF AUGUST’, Pusser’s 
only authorized biography. 

“When I first started putting Buford’s story in print, some folks 
laughed at me,” Mons said. 

“They would ask, Buford who? Why are you wasting time on him? 
He is just another sheriff. 

“However, when the book and movie came out, they changed 
their tune,”’ the author added. 


Monis and Pusser traveled the United States promoting ‘THE - 


TWELFTH OF AUGUST” book and the “‘WALKING TALL” movie. 
They were welcomed by overflow crowds everywhere they went. 

Buford Pusser, without realizing it, became a national folk hero 
overnight. In an era spoiled by mass murders, political assassinations, 
child beatings and Washington scandals, decent Americans were 
starving for a man of courage who stood for honesty. 

W. R. Morris’ book became a best-seller and the movie broke box 
office records all over the country. 

Buford Hayse Pusser was born December 12, 1937, near Finger, 
Tennessee. His winning bouts with death made him Tennessee’s 
greatest hero since Davy Crockett. 

It seemed as if Buford Pusser would always be around to be a 
living monument to the heroic legend he had built. 

Then, on August 21, 1974, the thirty-six-year-old Pusser was 
thrown from his new sports car and killed. Tennessee State Troopers 
labeled the death ‘‘just another traffic fatality.” 

However, countless friends and admirers of the famous sheriff felt 
otherwise. 

They believed that Buford Pusser met death at the hands of foul

A LEGEND IS BORN...... BUFORD PUSSER 


Buford Pusser was born on December 12, 
1937, near Finger, Tennessee; a small set- 
tlement in McNairy County. 

Although it was 1937, West Tennessee was 
still feeling the pinch of the Depression. 
There were still block-long lines at the govern- 
ment commodity stations; cotton was selling 
for five cents a pound, and regular jobs were 
few and far between. 

In spite of the bad times, Carl and Helen 
Pusser managed to provide food and shelter 
for their three children, John Howard, Gailye 
and Buford. 

Carl Pusser was among the fortunate. When 
he wasn’t farming he had a job at the saw- 
mill. He worked sixteen hours a day, six days 
a week and the pay was fifty cents a day. 
On Sundays, he was a self-made barber and 
usually picked up an extra dollar to fatten 
the weekly income. 

In school, Buford Hayse Pusser was timid 
and shy. Even though he was big for his age, 
he still allowed other boys to push him ar- 
ound, but he was quick to defend a smaller 
boy who was being picked on. 

In 1948, the Pussers moved to Adamsville. 
Buford maintained average grades at the 
Adamsville Elementary School and in 1952, 
he became a ninth grader. 

His major interest during his first year 
at the Adamsville High School was athletics. 
As a hard-charging fullback, Pusser kept local 
fans talking about his fakes and broken 
field running, and when his first season on 
the gridiron was over, no one, especially 
the opponents, doubted his ability to play 
football. 

When the basketball season got underway, 
the coach had a place for Buford Pusser

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Buford at age seven Buford’s football days on the Cardinal five. He was a good shot 
at Adamsville High and split the nets for an average of 27 points 
a game. 


In the spring, Buford tried his hand at playing baseball. He wasn’t very impressive and rode the bench most of 
the season. 

Athletics made the first two years of high school tolerable for Buford Pusser, but early in his junior year he 
ran into trouble with his studies. Failing two subjects, history and biology, he dropped out of school and went to 
Wynnewood,Oklahoma, a small town between Ardmore and Norman, where he got a job working or the pipeline. 

Helen Pusser, who was determined to see that her son received an education, persuaded Buford to come back 
home and re-enter high school. Shortly after graduation, Buford received several offers from colleges for football 
scholarships. However, he turned them all down for a career in the United States Marines. 

On August 9, 1956, Buford Pusser was absorbed into the Fifth Recruit Training Battalion at Parris Island, South 
Carolina. He felt proud and honored to be a Marine. He planned a professional military career. 
During basic training, Pusser became ill with asthma and he was immediately sent to the Naval Hospital at 
_ Beaufort, South Carolina. On November 14, 1956, Buford was handed a medical discharge. He was broken hearted 
and depressed. 








Buford’s venture into the world had been 
cut short too soon. With his military career 
shattered by sickness, he needed a new goal. 
Also, he needed to get away from his house in 
Adamsville for awhile. Being around the 
house, with nothing to do, made him restless. 

Buford decided to visit his sister, Gailye in 
Memphis. He hadn’t seen her since he had 
been home from the Marines. Buford talked 
his close friend Billy Earl Christopher into 
driving him to the Bluff City. 

While returning home from Memphis, 
Christopher swerved off the highway to avoid 
a collission with another car. Buford was 
thrown from the automobile and suffered 
a broken back. Christopher escaped injury. 

On November 25, 1956, with his nine- 
teenth birthday less than three weeks away, 
Buford Pusser was confined to the Baptist 
Hospital in Memphis. He pleaded with the 
doctors to let him go home for Christmas. 
His pleas, however, fell on deaf ears. Finally, 
on January 4, 1957, Buford was released.

A few weeks later, Buford obtained em- 
ployment with the Shackleford Funeral 
Home, which had establishments in Selmer, 
Adamsville, Bolivar and Savannah, Tennessee. 
He drove an ambulance and assisted with 
handling the funeral chores. 

Buford didn’t work long for Shackleford 
Funeral Home. Jerry Wright, a friend, per- 
suaded Buford to go with him to Chicago, 
and immediately, he was hired to operate a 
die cutting machine for the Union Bag Com- 
pany. 

There was something about death that 
intrigued Buford Pusser. In an effort to better 
understand his fascination with death, Buford 
enrolled in a mortician’s school. After nine 
months of study, however, Pusser left the 
school because of financial problems. 

In 1958, Pusser found a new way to earn 
extra money and at the same time keep in 
top physical shape. He began wrestling pro- 
fessionally on weekends. 

It was after a wrestlihg match in Chicago 
one night when he met Pauline Mullins, a 
divorcee from Haysi, Virginia. Pauline had a 
young son and daughter from a _ previous 
marriage. 





On December 5, 1959, Buford and Pauline 
Were married in a quiet ceremony in Chicago. 
Buford adjusted quickly to married life and 
enjoyed having a family to come home to. 
He especially enjoyed playing with his new 
step children, Diane and Mike. 

After awhile in Chicago, Buford became 
restless and moody. Buford, however, became 
easier to get along with after he learned that 
Pauline was going to have a baby. On January 
9, 1961, Pauline gave birth to a nine-pound, 
four-ounce girl. The baby was named Dwana 
Aitoya Pusser. 

A few weeks after his daughter was born, 
Buford quit his job in Chicago and moved 
his family to Adamsville. After a couple 
weeks of job hunting, Buford decided to start 
wrestling again. He wrestled in many West 
Tennessee towns and his name soon became 
a household word in Southern wrestling 
circles. 

One Saturday afternoon, he wrestled a 
sixty-pound bear in nearby Savannah for a 
fitty-dollar bill. After Buford whipped the 
bear, talk circulated that ‘Buford Pusser’s 
not afraid of the devil himself.”

Carl Pusser, who was having health prob- 
lems, wanted to step down as chief of the 
Adamsville Police Department. He had al- 
ready spoken to Mayor Leonard Blanton 
about Buford taking over the job. 

Mayor Blanton consulted with his two 
council members, J. D. Abernathy and 
George Tidwell about the matter. All agreed 
that Buford Pusser was the man for the job. 

The first thing Buford did after taking 
office was make friends with the area teen- 
agers. Since he was only twenty-four him- 
self, he accomplished his goal with little diffi- 
culty. The youngsters looked at Buford 
through the eyes of a friend. To them, he 
wasn’t a cop who was waiting to throw them 
in jail at the first opportunity. They  res- 
pected Buford Pusser and obeyed the law.

On September 1, 1964, Buford Hayse Pus- 
ser was sworn in as McNairy County sheriff, 
and at age twenty-six, he became the young- 
est sheriff in Tennessee history. 

Pusser immediately launched a campaign 
to clean up the illegal activities flourishing 
on the strip between McNairy County, 
Tennessee, and Alcorn County, Mississippi. 

The biggest stumbling blocks in Buford’s 
path were put there by Carl Douglas “Tow- 
head’’ White and his girlfriend, Louise Hath- 
cock. White and Mrs. Hathcock were always 
robbing, gambling and peddling female fav- 
ors. And for those who refused to cooperate, 
murder also became part of the game. 

On February 1, 1966, Buford Pusser was 
forced to kill Louise Hathcock when she 
fired at him after he had arrested her for 
robbery and possession of whiskey at the 
Shamrock Motel. Deputies Petie Plunk and 
Jim Moffett were with Buford. 

A young couple from Illinois had called 
Pusser and told him that Louise Hathcock 
had robbed them of $125. Buford also 
found a half-case of whiskey at the Shamrock. 

After the shooting, an old man who had 
been hanging around the Shamrock Motel 
for years came into the office and slouched 
down in a chair in front of Buford. His 
unshaven face was white with fear. 

“Mrs. Hath——Hathcock is——dead, ain’t 
she?”’ 

Pusser didn’t answer. 

Louise Hathcock was buried with simple 
ceremonies in West Point, Mississippi. 
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Buford in Marine Corps 
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Eddie Bond decided at an early age that he 
wanted to be a country music singer. He 
bought his first guitar when he was six years 
old with money earned from selling garden 
seed. 

The road to being a full-time country music 
entertainer was rocky. Along the way, Eddie 
worked at several odd jobs, including a paint 
salesman and a furniture factory laborer. 

His first break came when he landed a 
disk jockey job with KWAM Radio in Mem- 
phis, and began recording songs for an inde- 
pendent label. 

One of his first records, ‘“‘Double Duty 
Loving” led to a contract with Mercury 
Records. His first Mercury release, ““Rocking 
Daddy” was a top seller. 

Eddie Bond was a regular performer for 
three years on the Louisiana Hayride in 
Shreveport. He also made several guest ap- 
pearances on the Big D Jamboree in Dallas, 
Texas, the Grand Ole Opry and the Ernest 
Tubb Midnight Jamboree. 

In 1954, Eddie Bond was voted “Mr. DJ 
USA” by WSM Radio in Nashville. 

It was Eddie Bond who first realized that 
Buford Pusser was an unusual person. Eddie 
wrote a song entitled, ““Buford Pusser’s Walk- 
ing Tall”. Next, he persuaded his close friend, 
W. R. Morris, a professional writer, to pena 
book manuscript based on Pusser’s life. 

Pusser named Eddie his chief deputy and 
later arranged for the singer to be appointed 
chief of the Finger Police Department. 

Compass Records in Nashville recently 
signed Eddie Bond to a recording contract. 

“Eddie Bond is a talented singer. We are 
proud to have him with us,” said Compass 
president Chuck Deal.

years been tasting the liberty that demo- 
cracy affords. His reaction is justifiably 
by our Reporter 
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bitter: “I have suffered more from the 
complacency of the West than from the 
Communists.” 

One-third of the Christian world is 
under persecution. But, says Mr. Wurm- 
brand, “those in chains have been com- 
pletely forgotten”. While chain-bound, 
violated Christians kneel and pray for their 
brethren in Britain and America, these 
free-speaking, State-sanctioned, unthink- 
ing brothers forget the martyrs’ existence. 
‘While many and varied missionary socie- 
ties enjoy widespread support, never a 
penny is designated by English churches 
to the families of the Christian persecuted. 
They have no representation; their voice 
is not heard, 

Faced with the fiction that there is “full 
Teligious liberty” in his country, Pastor 
Wurmbrand asks for the address of a 
Sunday school, a Bible Society, or a Christ- 
ian broadcasting station by way of proof. 
He is not answered. His own fourteen- 
year prison sentence speaks no less elo- 
quently. Figurehead churches only exist 
there—political intruders into religious 
councils; the “heroes of the faith’ go 
underground, either voluntarily or for- 
cibly.

Pastor Richard Wurmbrand with young admirers at this year’s Keswick Convention. 
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Rev. Richard Wurmbrand is a Lutheran minister who was 
recently released from 14 years of communist imprisonment and 
torture in his homeland of Rumania. He is one of Rumania’s most 
widely known Christian leaders, authors and educators. He taught 
Old Testament history in the Baptist Seminary in Bucharest and is 
a prolific author. Few names are better known in his homeland 


In 1945, when the communist seized Rumania and attempted 
to control the churches for their purposes, Richard Wurmbrand_im- 
mediately began an effective, vigorous “underground” ministry to 
his enslaved people and the invading Russian soldiers, Thousands 
heard him deliver the Gospel across Rumania in barns, attics, base- 
ments and in hayfields late at night. To stay ahead of the secret 
police, he was known by different names in different villages. Others 
who heard this man who kept Christian faith alive in those dark days 
referred to him as “the man who speaks of God.” Because he sud- 
denly appeared in a village to minister and then disappeared, to 
turn up later in another village, many called him “the Gospel 
phantom.” 

He ministered to large numbers of Russian soldiers by board- 
ing passenger trains they rode and used the long journeys to give 
them the Word of God. Through Russian army converts he won in 
such ways, he went into Russian army camps posing as a laborer 
and in the barracks preached the Word of God to Russian soldiers 
while Christian soldiers performed “look-out” duty. 


He led the “Underground Church” for many years in such work. ° 


He printed thousands of Gospeels on secret presses. On the cover 
appeared a picture of Karl Marx. The book was titled: “Religion, The 
Opiate of the People.” The first 10 pages were anti-god quotes from 
communist leaders. Page 11 stated all they had just read was foolish 
and wrong .. . “and now here is the truth.” The rest of the book was 
the Word of God. Communist censors approved these books at a 
quick glance. They were passed out at communist rallies. By the time 
their true message was discovered, Rev. Wurmbrand and his workers 
of the Underground Church were gone. 


He became so effective he eventually was arrested in 1948 
along with his wife, Sabina. His wife was a slave-laborer for 3 years. 
Rev. Wurmbrand spent 3 years in solitary confinement — seeing no 
one but his communist torturers. After 3 years he was transfered to 
a mass cell for 5 years where the torture with knives and hot pokers, 
etc. continued. 

Due to his international stature as a Christian leader, educator 
and author, diplomats of foreign embassies asked the communist 
government about his safety. They were told he had fled Rumania. 
His wife was given his official death certificate. Secret police, posing 
as released fellow-prisoners, told of attending his burial in the prison 
cemetary. His family in Rumania and friends abroad were told to 
forget him since he was now dead. 


During the first 8 years from 1948-1956 he suffered indes- 
cribable torture. Yet the communists could not break his spirit. In 
solitary confinement late at night he tapped the Gospel to other nu- 
seen prisoners on the wall in “prison morse code.” Years later in a 
mass cell, he met a fellow-prisoner who had been led to Christ by 
tHis method of preaching the Gospel in prison. 

After 8 years he was released and promptly resumed his work. 
Two years later, in 1959, he was rearrested and sentenced to 25 
years in prison. He survived 22 years in a basement “dying room” 
for fatally ill prisoners. Until then, no one had survived more than 
2 weeks there. Even in the dying room, he was not exempt from 
the tortures exacted upon him. During this time he was able to win 
several communist guards to Christ — Who were then imprisoned 
themselves with the Christian prisoners they had beaten and 
tortured. 


He was released in a general amnesty in 1964 and again 
continued his underground ministry. In great danger of the 3rd 
imprisonment, Christians in Norway negotiated with the communist 
authorities for his release from Rumania, The communist government 
had begun “selling” their political prisoners. The “going price” for 
a prisoner was $2,000. His price was $7,000. It has since been 
reported that the communist official who approved his “sale” was 
shot for letting him go. 

In May 1966, he testified in Washington beforé the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee and stripped to the waist to show 
18 deep torture wounds covering his body. His story was carried 
across the world in newspapers in the U.S., Europe and Asia. He was 
warned in September, 1966 that a decision had been made by the 
communist regime of Rumania to assassinate him. Yet, he is not 
silent in the face of these death threats. He has been called “the 
voice of the Underground Church.” Christian leaders have called 
him “a living martyr” and “the Iron Curtain Paul.”

The third law of communism is economic deter- 
minism. It states that the qualities of human intelli- 
gence, personality, emotional and religious life merely

Point No. 1 When you have a fine 
child of your own, as part of your 
dreams for your future, make sure that 
you use each one of the five important 
principles which are named in the draw- 
ing above. Don’t “lecture.” Don’t make 
your child think too much about any 
past failures. It is better to use the 
Motivation Idea. As soon as he is old 
enough, approve him for the long-range 
aim which he, himself has set up for his 
life, and for every step you see him take 
in the direction of that life-aim. This will 
work provided there is regularly a warm 
spirit of real friendship and cooperation 
in the whole family. 


Point No. 2. Manage to keep the Moti- 
vation idea active. If it were suggested 
only a time or two and then forgotten, 
it would have very little value. This is 
an idea which can be powerful in its 
effect but it needs frequent reminders. 
It is important that you mention it in 
friendly conversation and in a spirit 
of hearty approval very often so that 
its suggestive effect will keep constantly 
building up 


Point No. 3. Play this record every 
now and then. It will prove helpful to 
you. It may not only keep the idea of 
your life-aim uppermost in your mind 
but it may easily result in your really 


WANTING to take extra interest in your 


school work, your life at home and in 
your church. It may also make it easy 
for you to treat as if it were POISON 
any negative thought that would tend to 
interfere in any way with your life pur- 
pose. 


Point No. 4. You may find it very 
helpful to you now, as well as to your 
own children later, to remember these 
two simple slogans: First, “Keep your 
EYE on your GOAL!” and second, “Take 
time to THINK!” You may see many fool- 
ish young people, without any long- 
range aims in life, who will make mis- 
takes day after day, not taking time to 
think of the consequences beforehand. 
They may suffer all kinds of deep regrets 
later. Remember, Take Time to Think and 
then act only if the action is in line with 
your life aim. 


Point No. 5. Take time also to Pray. 
Ask for help in keeping your deepest 
aims foremost in mind and in putting 
those aims to work for you every day. 
Some of the outstanding characters in 
history have testified to the tremendous 
power of sincere prayer in their lives. 
That you may find this power helpful 
in your own life and in the lives of your 
future children is my prayer for you.

RADIOACTIVE FALLOUT 
ANNCR: This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

When a nuclear bomb or missile explodes near the ground, 
great quantities of earth and debris are sucked up into the 
fireball and carried by the prevailing winds before falling back 
to earth. This material is radioactive fallout. The particles 
look like grains of salt or sand. Fallout gives off invisible 
Gamma rays--like X-rays--and heavy exposure to it can cause 
serious radiation sickness, even death. 

If a person receives a small or medium dose of radiation 
his body will repair itself and he will get well. 

Usually, the effects of radiation from fallout are more 
severe in very young and very old persons, and those not in 
good health. Radiation sickness is not contagious. The most 
dangerous period is the first 24 hours after fallout arrives but 
you might have to use fallout shelter up to two weeks.

ATTACK WARNING 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If the United States should be attacked with nuclear 
weapons, it's almost certain that our networks of warning 
stations would detect incoming bombers or missiles in time 
for you to reach shelter or at least take cover. You may 
receive warning of an attack by radio, television, or through 
the outdoor warning system in your community. 

It's important that you learn to recognize the Attack 
Warning Signal, and not confuse it with any other.

IF CAUGHT IN THE OPEN 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If you receive warning of an enemy attack, get to the 
nearest fallout shelter promptly. But if you're caught in 
the open, and there's a brilliant nuclear flast in the distance-- 
take cover immediately. Even miles away, you may be 
exposed within seconds to a searing heat wave from the 
explosion, followed by a blast wave and flying debris. Get 
into the nearest building immediately or into a ditch or 
culvert, beneath a parked car, behind a tree or a wall, anything 
solid that will give you some measure of protection. Curl up 
in a ball and cover your head with your arms. Stay there--until 
heat and blast waves have passed, 

Then, go to the nearest fallout shelter, before radioactive 
fallout starts drifting down. If there's no fallout shelter within 
range, go to the nearest large building and take shelter in the 
basement or one of the inner hallways, 

Know in advance what to do in any emergency situation.

Wherever you go, whatever you do, it's always wise to 
keep an eye open for the black-and-yellow Public Fallout 
Shelter signs. Each one marks a place that’s been thoroughly 
checked for proper shielding against radioactive fallout, and-- 
in many cases--already stocked with emergency food rations, 
water, and basic survival equipment. Knowing where the 
nearest one is could save you crucial minutes in time of 
emergency. 

If your local government has instructed you to go to a 
specific public shelter in event of nuclear attack, find out 
exactly where it's located, and the best way to reach it promptly. 

Check on whether there's a shelter in or near your child's 
school--and if not, find out what other actions would be taken 
by the school authorities to protect him in emergency. 

In short, take time now to make a Family Emergency Plan. 


And then, make sure every member of your family knows it,

IMPROVISING FALLOUT PROTECTION 
(HOMES WITH BASEMENTS) 


ANNCR: This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If an enemy nuclear attack ever occurs, many areas of 
the nation would be threatened by radioactive fallout. If there 
is public shelter nearby, go toit. Or if you have a home 
shelter, use it, unless your local government has given you 
other instructions. 

But if regular shelter isn't available and if you have a 
house with a belowground basement or storm cellar--you 
could still improvise some protection from radioactive fallout. 

In a basement, choose a corner most belowground level 
and away from windows. Drag ina heavy bench or table to 
make a roof for your shelter--cover it with trunks, stacks of 
firewood, flagstones, books, anything that is thick and heavy. 
Then wall yourself in on the two open sides with heavy appliances, 
or dressers or chests backed with earth or sand to help absorb 
radiation. The farther you are from the roof of the house or 
the ground outside, the safer you'll be from the fallout that 
settles on the roof and ground.

IMPROVISING FALLOUT PROTECTION 
(HOMES WITHOUT BASEMENTS) 


This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If a nuclear attack ever occurs, go toa public shelter if 
one is nearby. Or if you have a home shelter, use it. 

But if regular shelter isn't available--and even if your 
home has no basement--you could still improvise some limited 
fallout protection in a first-floor hall or room, away from 
outer walls and windows. 

Use doors off their hinges, furniture and appliances, plus 
stacks of other shielding material such as trunks or drawers 
filled with sand or earth to make an enclosure large enough to 
live in for a short time. 

Some homes without basements have a ''crawl'' space 
between the first floor and the ground. Select the crawl space 
area under the center of the house and place shielding material 
around it--preferably bricks or blocks or containers with sand 
or earth from the ground level up to the first floor to form the 
walls of the shelter. On the floor above, place other shielding 
material to form a roof for the shelter space.

WHAT TO TAKE TO SHELTER 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

There's one easy, sensible thing your family should do to 
prepare for a possible time of emergency. Set aside a few simple, 
basic supplies you'll need to take to the public fallout shelter-- 
supplies to help keep you and your family alive and well--in event 
of enemy attack. 

For instance, any special medicines or diet foods required 
by members of the family--insulin, heart tablets, baby food and 
other infant supplies. Blankets. A battery-powered radio, a 
flashlight, extra batteries. And, if the nearest public shelter 
hasn't been stocked yet with emergency rations and supplies, 
you'll need to take as much food and water as you can carry. 

Emergency supplies are needed for a private home shelter, 
too. Lay in enough food, canned or packaged and preferably 
pre-cooked, for two weeks. Plus enough drinking water in 
tightly-capped containers or jars to give each person at leasta 
quart a day or more. And don't overlook the necessary sanitation 
equipment.

EMERGENCY WATER SUPPLY 

This is basic civil defense information from the Department 
of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If our Nation ever comes under nuclear attack, and you 
take shelter to protect yourself from radioactive fallout, water 
is the key emergency supply. Each person will need at least 
a quart a day, and if there's not enough water stored in your 
shelter, here are additional places to find it, especially if you 
plan to use a home shelter where you'll be on your own, 

Local authorities may instruct you to turn off the main 
water valve. When you do this, the pipes inside the house will 
still be full of water. Next turn on the faucet located at the 
highest point in your house to let air into the system, then use 
water from the faucet located at the lowest point in your house. 
You can also use water in your hot water heater, in the flush 
tanks, not the toilet bowls; or water in ice cube trays--melted 
or frozen, milk, soft drinks, fruit and vegetable juices. 

If necessary, you can even drink water that's been exposed 
to fallout. However, very young children should be given non- 
contaminated liquids when available.

FIRE HAZARDS 

This is basic civil defense information from the Department 
of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

If there is ever a nuclear emergency, special fire precautions 
should be taken, particularly if you plan to use a home shelter. 

Keep out the intense heat rays from a nuclear explosion by 
closing your doors, windows, and venetian blinds. If you do not have 
venetian blinds, coat windows with whitewash, household cleaning 
powder, even mud--or cover windows with aluminum foil. 

Unless authorities advise otherwise, fill buckets and bathtubs 
with water. Keep a garden hose connected. Fill containers with 
sand for firefighting. 

If it's an electrical fire, shut off the electricity first at the 
main switch. Then put out the flame. If it is an oil or grease fire, 
shut off the supply of whatever is burning. Smother the flame. Don't 
use water. With a gas fire, shut off the gas supply. Then use water, 
sand or earth to put out the fire, Act quickly. 

Remember the three basic ways to put out a fire: Take away 
its fuel; take away its air by smothering it; cool it with water ora 
fire extinghisher chemical.

FOLLOW OFFICIAL INSTRUCTIONS 

This is basic civil defense information from the 
Department of Defense, Office of Civil Defense, Washington. 

Especially in time of emergency, think before you act 
and follow instructions by responsible authorities. 

You may receive warning of an attack by outdoor 
warning systems, or by radio or television, or even by 
word-of-mouth. Unless local officials have instructed you 
otherwise, go immediately toa public fallout shelter or to 
your home fallout shelter. Then, tune your radio to any 
local station that is broadcasting and listen for official 
information. Follow whatever instructions are given. 

Don't use the telephone to obtain further information 
and advice about the emergency. Depend on radio, as the 
government will be broadcasting all the information it has 
available. The telephone lines will be needed for official 
calls. Help keep them open. 

Let me repeat. In time of emergency tune your radio 
to any local station that is broadcasting, for official government 


information and civil defense instructions.

Dr. Madalyn Murray O’Hair is most widely known for her participation, as 
an American Atheist, in the court case which culminated in the Supreme Court of 
the United States ordering Bible reading and prayer recitation in the public schools 
of the United States to be stopped. 

A member of a family which lived in western Pennsylvania for sixteen 
generations, Dr, O’Hair is an attorney herself and actively participated in the 
legalistics of that first suit. Her principal legal work, however, until the time of 
this successful suit (June 1963) was as an attorney with the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare for the United States government. She has also had extensive 
experience in Probation Department, Family and Children’s Courts, Juvenile Courts 
as both an attorney and as a Psychiatric Case Work Supervisor which position she 
also held by reason of education. 

Dr. O’Hair attended the University of Toledo, Ohio, the University of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Ashland College, Ashland, Ohio, the Graduate School of 
History at Western Reserve University in Cleveland, Ohio, the Warren G. Harding 
School of Law, Ohio Northern University, South Texas College of Law, Houston, 
Texas, Howard University Graduate School of Social Work, and The Minnesota 
Institute of Philosophy. Her undergraduate degree was in History and her graduate 
degrees in Law, Psychiatric Social Work, and Philosophy. 

Serving in the United States Army during the Second World War, Dr. O’Hair 
was a commissioned officer in the Women’s Army Corps, serving in Africa, Italy, 
and France, and on the Staff of General Eisenhower. 

She has two children. Her oldest son William was involved in the Bible/Prayer 
case. He is now the executive director of American Atheists, Inc. Jon Garth, her 
second son, is an Atheist philosophy theorist and writer, and is the public relations 
director of American Atheists, Inc. She also has a grand-daughter, Robin.

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McEachern (pronounce it Mc-ECK-ern) was a small boy in 
Toronto, Ontario, his harmony-theory teacher once said to him “Never make a 
sound on an instrument unless you have something to say.” 

Ever since then—-through his experiences with GLEN GRAY’S CASA LOMA 
ORCHESTRA, THE BENNY GOODMAN BAND and his spectacular solo work 
in such motion pictures as THE GLENN MILLER STORY and THE BENNY 
GOODMAN STORY, Mack has been noted for his taste in interpreting what’s 
on the manuscript paper. 


National medal winner on the violin at the age of 14 in Canada, Murray's 
curiosity carried him on to the woodwind family and then to the brass. He is 
a peerless performer on the alto. But Mack is perhaps best recognized today 
for his flawless technique and blue velour tone on the trombone. 

Among McEachern’s musical confreres, his trombone is affectionately re- 
ferred to as “the brush.” This appellation came from WILLIE SCHWARTZ, 
who headed up the Glenn Miller reed section. Said Willie: “Murray isn’t just a 
trombone player. He’s the old master painter. And that’s no trombone-it’s his 
brush.” 


Like a great painter, McEachern doesn’t attempt to complete a portrait in 
one sitting. Utilizing the advantages of magnetic tape, with its “sweetening” 
facility, Mack makes extensive use of multiple recording. In some of these 
selections you'll hear as many as five trombones-or five reeds. Murray plays 
all of them ...not as a tour de force to exhibit his remarkable versatility—but 
in a manner comparable to the master painter, who evolves his finished master- 
piece by nursing it along in painstaking stages, adding a thoughtful highlight 
here, a definitive shadow there, until he feels his brushes and carefully com- 
pounded colors have said exactly what he intended to say. 

The 12 selections in “MUSIC FOR SLEEPWALKERS ONLY” were recorded 
in three basic sessions and five multiple sessions. Twenty-nine months passed 
between the first note and the last note. 








In order to produce precisely the sounds he desired, McEachern rotated 
personnel in the supporting backgrounds. On harp, for instance, THRYNE 
JULYE is heard in some instances, CORKY HALE in others, Bassist sometimes 
is PAUL GRAY, at other times RED CALLENDER. ALVIN STOLLER is on 
drums and bongos in four selections, but in other situations the drums and 
marimba are played variously by MAX ALBRIGHT, ROY HARTE and FRANK 
FLYNN. JIMMIE ROWLES is heard on piano and the guitars of BOB BAIN 
are featured on all of the dozen sides. BAIN also conceived the unusual treat 
ment of MY HEART BELONGS TO DADDY, which we like to refer to as being 
played by Mosheh McEachern and his Klezmirs. 






Space confinement precludes elaborate delineation of the motives behind 
all of the arrangements, Besides—you, as a listener, can have fun analyzing the 
various sides and speculating on the particular message Mack intended to 
impart in each, But I'd like to explain just one—“WHEN YOUR LOVER HAS 
GONE.” Against the general background there are two principal voices, One is 
Mack’s trombone, the other his alto. As you listen to these two themes, each 
its own type of lament, picture two lovers, once inseparable, now separated 
Watch for phrases that are pure expressions of futility, Catch the tender shad

“A right-wing folk singer? Who's he kidding,” the 
story began in the college newspaper, and went on: 
“Tony Dolan isn’t kidding anybody.” 

It was more than flesh and spirit could bear, the 
discovery of a sophomore at Yale who was singing 
right-wing folk songs, and of such a quality as to 
catch the attention of a record company. To complete 
the perversity, Dolan is beardless, handsome, and — 
to judge at least from superficial acquaintance — clean. 
Okay then, he’s an applecheeked fundamentalist 
bringing “Onward Christian Soldiers” to Hippyville, 
so what else is new. George Bernard Shaw said every- 
thing that needed saying about that when he wrote 
“Major Barbara.” Wrong again. That isn’t the way 
he is. The way he is is suggested by his answer to the 
Yale reporter who asked did he have more songs in 
mind to write than those that appear in this album. 
Yes, Dolan answered. “I’m working on two more 
songs. ‘God is Alive and Living in Arizona.” And 
‘The Reverend Coffin is an Ideological Nympho- 
maniac’. 

That breaks the rules. That kind of iconoclasm is 
supposed to be the monopoly of the New Left. And

now the question, can the New Left laugh at itself? 
“Join the SDS, and learn to love the Communists/ 
Now Dr. Spock is with them, and that I’m gladly 
for/ No other protest movement needs a baby doctor 
more.’ Can the New Left cry about itself? “Cry the 
beloved country/ My land, my hope, my home, my 
dream.” Can the New Left enjoy other people's para 
doxes? 

“Now HUAC calls the Reds destructive/ And they're 
not that at all/ They're actually very constructive/ 
Take a look at the Berlin Wall.” And then too, sud- 
denly it isn’t only the freedom of the Vietcong that 
matters - - - “Cuba Estara Libre. . ./ Free, free, free.” 

The polemics of folksinging are pretty rough. Bob 
Dylan tells us, in “Masters of War” that he can see 
through American capitalists, “You that build the 
big bombs/ You that hide behind walls/ You that 
hide behind desks/ I just want you to know/ I can 
see through your masks.” They look to him “Like 
Judas of old/ You lie and deceive/ A world war can 
be won/ You want me to believe/ Even Jesus would 
never forgive/ What you do.” And there is the folk- 
singer who sees all of America as a classroom for 
war: “I learned that war is not so bad/ I learned 
about the great ones we have had/ We fought in 
Germany and in France/ And someday I might get 
my chance.” 

Well, out of the mouths of youth come hyper- 
boles; and Dolan rolls his own. He does it with a 
twinkle in his eye, mostly. But it is of course the 
strength of the mode that there is feeling behind it, 
and Tony Dolan, graduate of Fairfield Prep, presi 
dent of his class there, son of the manager of the 
local Sears & Roebuck, who traveled once to Berlin 
and stared at the wall, who sang in a combo at Gold- 
water rallies at age 15—feels it. “The Calhoun soph- 
omore isn’t kidding anyone,” the Yale News reporter 
concluded his story, saying it again: “He's strictly for 
real.”

So is his talent. The words are tough, and they go 
along in the rickety cadence of the folk song. His 
timing is flawless. The voice steady, sure, cool. The 
music hip, free as folk songs are, of the symmetrical 
melody lines: but moving just the same, at just the 
right speed. Dolan is in the saddle, and the words, 
and the beat, and the notes, do as they are told. 

“Hey I'm talkin’ the blues/ ‘Bout the New York 
Times/ When I read the Times,/ I get to wishin’ 
that that Gutenberg fella/ Had minded his own bus 
iness/ (Shouldn’t been messin’ ‘round in his cellar 
like that). Dolan has been messing around in his 
own cellar, and he has come up with something. 
Something you'll remember.

A LEGEND IS BORN...... BUFORD PUSSER 


Buford Pusser was born on December 12, 
1937, near Finger, Tennessee; a small set- 
tlement in McNairy County. 

Although it was 1937, West Tennessee was 
still feeling the pinch of the Depression. 
There were still block-long lines at the govern- 
ment commodity stations; cotton was selling 
for five cents a pound, and regular jobs were 
few and far between. 

In spite of the bad times, Carl and Helen 
Pusser managed to provide food and shelter 
for their three children, John Howard, Gailye 
and Buford. 

Carl Pusser was among the fortunate. When 
he wasn’t farming he had a job at the saw- 
mill. He worked sixteen hours a day, six days 
a week and the pay was fifty cents a day. 
On Sundays, he was a self-made barber and 
usually picked up an extra dollar to fatten 
the weekly income. 

In school, Buford Hayse Pusser was timid 
and shy. Even though he was big for his age, 
he still allowed other boys to push him ar- 
ound, but he was quick to defend a smaller 
boy who was being picked on. 

In 1948, the Pussers moved to Adamsville. 
Buford maintained average grades at the 
Adamsville Elementary School and in 1952, 
he became a ninth grader. 

His major interest during his first year 
at the Adamsville High School was athletics. 
As a hard-charging fullback, Pusser kept local 
fans talking about his fakes and broken 
field running, and when his first season on 
the gridiron was over, no one, especially 
the opponents, doubted his ability to play 
football. 

When the basketball season got underway, 
ie the coach had a place for Buford Pusser 
Buford at age seven Buford’s football days on the Cardinal five. He was a good shot 

at Adamsville High and split the nets for an average of 27 points 
a game. 








In the spring, Buford tried his hand at playing baseball. He wasn’t very impressive and rode the bench most of 
the season. 

Athletics made the first two years of high school tolerable for Buford Pusser, but early in his junior year he 
ran into trouble with his studies. Failing two subjects, history and biology, he dropped out of school and went to 
Wynnewood,Oklahoma, a small town between Ardmore and Norman, where he got a job working or the pipeline. 

Helen Pusser, who was determined to see that her son received an education, persuaded Buford to come back 
home and re-enter high school. Shortly after graduation, Buford received several offers from colleges for football 
scholarships. However, he turned them all down for a career in the United States Marines. 

_ On August 9, 1956, Buford Pusser was absorbed into the Fifth Recruit Training Battalion at Parris Island, South 
Carolina. He felt proud and honored to be a Marine. He planned a professional military career. 

During basic training, Pusser became ill with asthma:and he was immediately sent to the Naval Hospital at 
Beaufort, South Carolina. On November 14, 1956, Buford was handed a medical discharge. He was broken hearted 
and depressed. 











Buford’s venture into the world had been 
cut short too soon. With his military career 
shattered by sickness, he needed a new goal. 
Also, he needed to get away from his house in 
Adamsville for awhile. Being around the 
house, with nothing to do, made him restless. 

Buford decided to visit his sister, Gailye in 
Memphis. He hadn’t seen her since he had 
been home from the Marines. Buford talked 
his close friend Billy Earl Christopher into 
driving him to the Bluff City. 

While returning home from Memphis, 
Christopher swerved off the highway to avoid 
a collission with another car. Buford was 
thrown from the automobile and suffered 
a broken back. Christopher escaped injury. 

On November 25, 1956, with his nine- 
teenth birthday less than three weeks away, 
Buford Pusser was confined to the Baptist 
Hospital in Memphis. He pleaded with the 
doctors to let him go home for Christmas. 
His pleas, however, fell on deaf ears. Finally, 
on January 4, 1957, Buford was released.

A few weeks later, Buford obtained em- 
ployment with the Shackleford Funeral 
Home, which had establishments in Selmer, 
Adamsville, Bolivar and Savannah, Tennessee. 
He drove an ambulance and assisted with 
handling the funeral chores. 

Buford didn’t work long for Shackleford 
Funeral Home. Jerry Wright, a friend, per- 
suaded Buford to go with him to Chicago, 
and immediately, he was hired to operate a 
die cutting machine for the Union Bag Com- 
pany. 

There was something about death that 
intrigued Buford Pusser. In an effort to better 
understand his fascination with death, Buford 
enrolled in a mortician’s school. After nine 
months of study, however, Pusser left the 
school because of financial problems. 

In 1958, Pusser found a new way to earn 
extra money and at the same time keep in 
top physical shape. He began wrestling pro- 
fessionally on weekends. 

It was after a wrestling match in Chicago 
one night when he met Pauline Mullins, a 
divorcee from Haysi, Virginia. Pauline had a 
young son and daughter from a_ previous 
marriage. 


On December 5, 1959, Buford and Pauline 
were married in a quiet ceremony in Chicago. 
Buford adjusted quickly to married life and 
enjoyed having a family to come home to. 
He especially enjoyed playing with his new 
step children, Diane and Mike. 

After awhile in Chicago, Buford became 
restless and moody. Buford, however, became 
easier to get along with after he learned that 
Pauline was going to have a baby. On January 
9, 1961, Pauline gave birth to a nine-pound, 
four-ounce girl. The baby was named Dwana 
Aitoya Pusser. 

A few weeks after his daughter was born, 
Buford quit his job in Chicago and moved 
his family to Adamsville. After a couple 
weeks of job hunting, Buford decided to start 
wrestling again. He wrestled in many West 
Tennessee towns and his name soon became 
a household word in Southern wrestling 
circles. 

One Saturday afternoon, he wrestled a 
sixty-pound bear in nearby Savannah for a 
fifty-dollar bill. After Buford whipped the 
bear, talk circulated that ‘‘Buford Pusser’s 
not afraid of the devil himself.”

Carl Pusser, who was having health prob- 
lems, wanted to step down as chief of the 
Adamsville Police Department. He had _ al- 
ready spoken to Mayor Leonard Blanton 
about Buford taking over the job. 

Mayor Blanton consulted with his two 
council members, J. D. Abernathy and 
George Tidwell about the matter. All agreed 
that Buford Pusser was the man for the job. 

The first thing Buford did after taking 
office was make friends with the area teen- 
agers. Since he was only twenty-four him- 
self, he accomplished his goal with little difti- 
culty. The youngsters looked at Butord 
through the eyes of a friend. To them, he 
wasn’t a cop who was waiting to throw them 
in jail at the first opportunity. They  res- 
pected Buford Pusser and obeyed the law.

On September 1, 1964, Buford Hayse Pus- 
ser was sworn in as McNairy County sheriff, 
and at age twenty-six, he became the young- 
est sheriff in Tennessee history. 

Pusser immediately launched a campaign 
to clean up the illegal activities flourishing 
on the strip between McNairy County, 
Tennessee, and Alcorn County, Mississippi. 

The biggest stumbling blocks in Buford’s 
path were put there by Carl Douglas “Tow- 
head”? White and his girlfriend, Louise Hath- 
cock. White and Mrs. Hathcock were always | 
robbing, gambling and peddling female fav- 
ors. And for those who refused to cooperate, 
murder also became part of the game. 

On February 1, 1966, Buford Pusser was 
forced to kill Louise Hathcock when she 
fired at him after he had arrested her for 
robbery and possession of whiskey at the 
Shamrock Motel. Deputies Petie Plunk and 
Jim Moffett were with Buford. 

A young couple from Illinois had called 
Pusser and told him that Louise Hathcock 
had robbed them of $125. Buford also 
found a half-case of whiskey at the Shamrock. 

After the shooting, an old man who had 
been hanging around the Shamrock Motel 
for years came into the office and slouched 
down in a chair in front of Buford. His 
unshaven face was white with fear. 

“Mrs. Hath——Hathcock is——dead, ain’t 
she?”’ 

Pusser didn’t answer. 

Louise Hathcock was buried with simple 
ceremonies in West Point, Mississippi. 
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Buford in Marine Corps 
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Eddie Bond 


Eddie Bond decided at an early age that he 
wanted to be a country music singer. He 
bought his first guitar when he was six years 
old with money earned from selling garden 
seed. 

The road to being a full-time country music 
entertainer was rocky. Along the way, Eddie 
worked at several odd jobs, including a paint 
salesman and a furniture factory laborer. 

His first break came when he landed a 
disk jockey job with KWAM Radio in Mem- 
phis, and began recording songs for an inde- 
pendent label. 

One of his first records, ‘““Double Duty 
Loving” led to a contract with Mercury 
Records. His first Mercury release, “Rocking 
Daddy” was a top seller. 

Eddie Bond was a regular performer for 
three years on the Louisiana Hayride in 
Shreveport. He also made several guest ap- 
pearances on the Big D Jamboree in Dallas, 
Texas, the Grand Ole Opry and the Ernest 
Tubb Midnight Jamboree. 

In 1954, Eddie Bond was voted “Mr. DJ 
USA’ by WSM Radio in Nashville. 

It was Eddie Bond who first realized that 
Buford Pusser was an unusual person. Eddie 
wrote a song entitled, ““Buford Pusser’s Walk- 
ing Tall’. Next, he persuaded his close friend, 
W. R. Morris, a professional writer, to pen a 
book manuscript based on Pusser’s life. 

Pusser named Eddie his chief deputy and 
later arranged for the singer to be appointed 
chief of the Finger Police Department. 

Compass Records in Nashville recently 
signed Eddie Bond to a recording contract. 

“Eddie Bond is a talented singer. We are 
proud to have him with us,’ said Compass 
president Chuck Deal.

Little time has been allowed for Test ad 
in Pastor Wurmbrand’s life. 
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Rev. Richard Wurmbrand is a Lutheran minister who was 
recently released from 14 years of communist imprisonment and 
torture in his homeland of Rumania. He is one of Rumania’s most 
widely known Christian leaders, authors and educators, He taught 
Old Testament history in the Baptist Seminary in Bucharest and is 
a prolific author. Few names are better known in his homeland 

In 1945, when the communist seized Rumania and attempted 
to control the churches for their purposes, Richard Wurmbrand im- 
mediately began an effective, vigorous “underground” ministry to 
his enslaved people and the invading Russian soldiers, Thousands 
heard him deliver the Gospel’ across Rumania in barns, attics, base- 
ments and in hayfields late at night. To stay ahead of the secret 
police, he was known by different names in different villages. Others 
who heard this man who kept Christian faith alive in those dark days 
referred to him as “the man who speaks of God.’ Because he sud- 
denly appeared in a village to minister and then disappeared, to 
turn up later in another village, many called him “the Gospel 
phantom.” 

He ministered to large numbers of Russian soldiers by board- 
ing passenger trains they rode and used the long journeys to give 
them the Word of God. Through Russian army converts he won in 
such ways, he went into Russian army camps posing as a laborer 
and in the barracks preached the Word of God to Russian soldiers 
while Christian soldiers performed “look-out” duty. 

He led the “Underground Church” for many years in such work. 
He printed thousands of Gospeels on secret presses. On the cover 
appeared a picture of Karl Marx. The book was titled: “Religion, The 
Opiate of the People.” The first 10 pages were anti-god quotes from 
communist leaders. Page 11 stated all they had just read was foolish 
and wrong . . . “and now here is the truth.” The rest of the book was 
the Word of God. Communist censors approved these books at a 
quick glance. They were passed out at communist rallies, By the time 
their true message was discovered, Rev. Wurmbrand and his workers 
of the Underground Church were gone. 


He became so effective he eventually was arrested in 1948 
along with his wife, Sabina. His wife was a slave-laborer for 3 years. 
Rev. Wurmbrand spent 3 years in solitary confinement — seeing no 
one but his communist torturers. After 3 years he was transfered to 
a mass cell for 5 years where the torture with knives and hot pokers, 
etc. continued. 

Due to his international stature as a Christian leader, educator 
and author, diplomats of foreign embassies asked the communist 
government about his safety. They were told he had fled Rumania. 
His wife was given his official death certificate. Secret police, posing 
as released fellow-prisoners, told of attending his burial in the prison 
cemetary. His family in Rumania and friends abroad were told to 
forget him since he was now dead. 


During the first 8 years from 1948-1956 he suffered indes- 
cribable torture. Yet the communists could not break his spirit. In 
solitary confinement late at night he tapped the Gospel to other nu- 
seen prisoners on the wall in “prison morse code.” Years later in a 
mass cell, he met a fellow-prisoner who had been led to Christ by 
this method of preaching the Gospel in prison. 

After 8 years he was released and promptly resumed his work. 
Two years later, in 1959, he was rearrested and sentenced to 25 
years in prison. He survived 2% years in a basement “dying room’ 
for fatally ill prisoners. Until then, no one had survived more than 
2 weeks there. Even in the dying room, he was not exempt from 
the tortures exacted upon him. During this time he was able to win 
several communist guards to Christ — Who were then imprisoned 
themselves with the Christian prisoners they had beaten and 
tortured, 

He was released in a general amnesty in 1964 and again 
continued his underground ministry. In great danger of the 3rd 
imprisonment, Christians in Norway negotiated with the communist 
authorities for his release from Rumania. The communist government 
had begun “selling” their political prisoners. The “going price” for 
a prisoner was $2,000, His price was $7,000. It has since been 
reported that the communist official who approved his “sale” was 
shot for letting him go. 

In May 1966, he testified in Washington before the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee and stripped to the waist to show 
18 deep torture wounds covering his body. His story was carried 
across the world in newspapers in the U.S., Europe and Asia. He was 
warned in September, 1966 that a decision had been made by the 
communist regime of Rumania to assassinate him. Yet, he is not 
silent in the face of these death threats. He has been called “the 
voice of the Underground Church.” Christian leaders have called 
him “a living martyr’ and “the Iron Curtain Paul.”
